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A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this 
application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e) has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action 
has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on October 
30, 2007 has been entered. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Zallie et al (US 4937091) in view of Magnuson (Cereal Foods World) for the reasons set 
forth in rejecting the claims in the last Office action. 

Zallie et al disclose a cheese composition comprising modified starch as a casein 
replacement and the use of emulsifying salts (see entire document, especially column 9, 
lines 27-42 and column 3, lines 57-63). Zallie et al also disclose substitutes for 
caseinates include starches, wheat gluten, and mixtures thereof (see column 2, lines 1- 
9). 

The claims differ as to the specific use of wheat gluten and the amounts 
employed. 
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Magnuson discloses the use of wheat gluten in the preparation of cheese (see 
page 180). 

In the absence of a showing to the contrary, the amounts employed and the 
specific type of starch and protein are seen to be no more than a matter of choice and 
well-within the skill of the art. Applicant is using known components to obtain expected 
results. 

It would have been obvious to a person of ordinary skill in the art, at the time the. 
invention was made, to use the claimed amounts in that of Zallie et al because the use 
and manipulation of starches and gluten as caseinate replacements is conventional in 
the art. 

The additional starches of the prior art do not materially affect the basic and 
novel characteristics of the claimed invention. 

Applicant's arguments filed October 30,, 2007 have been fully considered but 
they are not persuasive. 

Applicant argues that Zallie et al teach additional starches 
Zallie et al teach the use of starch as a casein replacement (see entire 
document). Zallie et al teach the blending of starches including "unmodified, or 
debranched, or derivatized, or precooked and spray-dried, or acid-converted, or 
crosslinked, or any combination thereof (column 3, lines 57-63). It is not seen how this 
differs from that of the claimed invention. The additional starches of the prior art do not 
materially affect the basic and novel characteristics of the claimed invention. 
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This is a continuation of applicant's earlier application. All claims are drawn to 
the same invention claimed in the earlier application and could have been finally 
rejected on the grounds and art of record in the next Office action if they had been 
entered in the earlier application. Accordingly, THIS ACTION IS MADE FINAL even 
though it is a first action in this case.
